The largo number or Freshmen 
entering tlM colleges of all anetlOM 
shows tho willingness of men under 
21 to he drafted In go to eollege in 
accordance wilh President Wilson's 
expressed wislf in his letter of July 
20th to the Secretary of the Interior. 

The often repeated criticism that 
college men have little sens* of re- 
sponsibility has been given the lie 
in the facts shown by the present 
war. Of the f.2.nnO men in the Of- 
ficers Training ("amps held this sum- 
mer a large percentage was com- 
posed of college men. Of the men 
at Fort Benjamin Harrison training 
to become officers. 80% were from 
the colleges. At Williams College 
of the student body was in mil- 
itary training within two weeks 
after war was declared. At one 
State University 1950 men out of 
3600 left for service before com- 
mencement, at another 1.000 out of 
1800 left, and in yet another only 
100 men remained out of 580. 

Tho colleges have also given the 
best brains of the faculty to the use 
of tho nation. President Oarfleld of 
Williams heads the new Department 
of Fuel Administration, while hun- 
dreds of professors are engaged in 
(ho work of various hoards which 
are conserving our national resour- 
ces. 

Much physical equipment of many 
institutions is taken over by Uncle 
Sam. Wofford College turned over 
its dormitories to 200 Plattshnrg 
officers pending completion of the 
Spartanburg camp. Harvard has 
given to 1500 naval radio students 
the exclusive use of six buildings, 
including the gymnasium and the 
largest dining hall, and is soon to 
start another government school — 
this time for ensigns. The War De- 
partment ordered 550 picked men 
from the Officers Training Camps 
of the country to report to Cam- 
bridg to be instructed by the French 
officers whom Harvard brought over 
last spring to leach its own students. 
This "Iron Battalion" went from 
Harvard to pass on to others the 
methods of French warfare learned 
at Cambridge. The important 
"ground school" for aviators at 
Princeton has taken possession of 
several buildings and Brockow Ath- 
letic Feld.

The amendment to the cnnsitutlon, 
which is made a part of Section 201, 
Is as follows: 

"Provided, however, that tele- 
phone companies may acquire by 
purchase or lease, or otherwise, 
•nd operate, parallel or competing 
exchanges, lines and structures, 
and the property of other tele- 
phone companies. If the railroad 
commission or such other .-tat* 
Hon as may have Jurisdlo 
matters shall first 
and If. further, 
municipality wherein such 
property or any part thereof la l» 
cated shall also first consent 
thereto *a to the property within 
Its limits, but under any such ac- 
quisition and operation toll Una 
connections with the property so 
acquired shall be continued and 
maintained under an agreement 
between the purchasing company 
and the toll line companies then 
furnishing such service, and la 
the event they are unable to agree 
as to the term* of auch an agree- 
ment the railroad commission or 
auch other State commission aa 
may have Jurisdiction over such 
matter*, ■hall flx the term of 
such agreement."

Jtiat how doea the Red Croaa begin 
work when an emergency arises. Most 
persons know, In a general way. that 
tha Red Cross Is on the ground very 
quickly after a disaster, and rescue* 
tha living, buries the dead and cares 
for the destitute; but perhap* few 
know how the first *tep la taken, or 
who takes It, or what he doe* next. 
Thl* story Is mesnt to show Just what 
was done, and how, when the tornado 
of Mny 26 laid waste the cities of Mat- 
toon and Charleston, III., with a loas of 
nearly 100 lives, 1.000 persons msde 
homelenn, and property worth millions 
destroyed.
